For 2 further underſtanding of this Mat- 
cer, we mult have recourle co che 9th Chap- 
ter of the Book of Jo/bus, where we find, 
chat this People, when they had heard char 
Foſhus and the [/raelites had deſtroyed Jert- 
do, and Ai, they ſent Ambaſladors, pre- 
tending they came from a far Country, lay- 
ing, They heard of the Fame of God, and 
all chat He did in Zgypt, and to all che 

Sings of the Amorites ; and therefore, they 
daliced to make a League with them. And 
char they might the better delude them, they 
put on old Garmenes, and brought Provifion 
that was dry and awuldy, laying, Thele 
things became ſo by their long Journey.

But how doth it appear, may you ſay, 
that theſe Grbeonites did thus Repent and 
leave their Idolatrous Worſhip, and embrace 
that of the God of Iſrael? Now though 
this be not expreſled in the Sacred Hiſtory, 
yer we may colleft it from leveral Paſſages of 
it. Ir is plain theſe Grbeonrtes were by forme 
means or other acquainted with che wonders 
God did in Egypt, and that God had com- 
manded the Inhabitants of Canaan ſhould be 
deſtroyed. And this they believed, as ap- 
pearcth by their ſaying, they were ſcre afraid 
of their Lives. And this Belief and Terror 
muſt needs diſpole them to embrace the 
Worſhip of that God, who alone they thought 


was able to Save them. 


And, beſides, it is ſaid, That Joſhua made 
them Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of Wa-

A great patr of ſacred and prophane Hi-

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rure. Such unjuſt and violence Proceedings 
began foon after the Creation, and Fall of 
& Man, as appearcth by Cain's murthering 

+ his Brother Abel. And there have been ma- 
ny in all Ages, who, as Sr. Fude faith, have 
gone in the way of Cain, and have ran pree- 
dily after the error of Balaam for Reward. 
Thoſe of whom the World was not worthy, 
were, as the Apoſtle ſaith, ſtoned, ſawn aſun- 
der, and fltin with the Fword. This was the 
Uſage which Prophets and Holy Men mer 
with under the Lxw: And our Saviour 
himſelf, the Apoſtles, and many eminene 
Biſhops which ſucceeded them, met with 
no betrer under the Golpel. 

Our bleſſed Saviour was notonly a Lamb 
without ſpot, a Perſon of incomparable Pic- 
ty and Yerrne, but alſo, one that went a- 
bout doing good, curing Diſcaſes, reſtoring 
the Lame to their Strength, the Blind co 
their Sight, and the Dead to Life. Bur 
neither his Innocence, nor Benificence,could 
ſecure hit agamſt che Blood-thirſty Serihes 
and Phariſees, who ofren fought his Life,

and at laſt, with pretended Forms of fuſtice, 
condemned him as a Malefattor, and Cru- 
cified him with Thieves. And the Apoltles, 
when they received the Gift of the Holy 
Ghoſt, and were ſent to preach the Goſpel 
to all Nations, they were fent as Lambs a- 
mong Wolves ; the purity of their Doctrine, 
the innocence of their Lives, che benefit of 
their Miracles,could not preſerve them from 
the Violence of Bloody Mex: And though 
by their Miracles they ſaved other Mens lives, 
yet by Violence they loſt their own. The 
time would fail me to ſpeak of thoſe eminence 
Biſhops and other excellent Chriſtians, who 
n all Ages, though harmlels in their Lives 
as thoſe Gibeonites, but more ſerviceable, 


helping Men to that Loving water, of which, 5:John 4:14. 


thoſe that drink ſhall never thirft, mer with 
lome as Bloody as Saul, who by their unjuſt 
Violence dehled their Hands with their in- 
nocent Blood. But amonglt the Noble Ar- 
my of Martyrs, we muſt not forget The 
Glorious Marty of this Day, which fingu- 
lar Inſtance, if there were no other, was 
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ſufficient to convince us, that the beſt of 
Men are no more ſecure from Violence than 
from Natural Death. I proceed now in

2d, Place, To ſhew how this can conſiſt 
with the Juſtice of God's Providence, a 
ſeeming Contradiction to this being the 
maine ObjeCtion againſt ir.

Sr. Paul, ſpeaking of God's dealing with 
the Jews, who were His choſen People, and 
a long time favoured by Him above all o- 
ther Nations, and at laſt rejefted, and fuffer- 
ed the effets of His heavieſt Diſpleaſure : 
I ſay, the Apoſtle ſpeaking of this inſtance 
ol the Divine Providence, acknowledgeth it 
above his Comprehenſion ; How 57 AY 
ble are His Judgments, and His Ways paſt 
finding out ! And fo this At of the Divine 
Providence, in giving up the moſt Innocent 

to 
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to the Rage and Fury of Blood-Thirity 
Men, is thought ſomewhat obſcure and un- 
accountable to the Reaſon of Men. Bur 
we ought to own the Juſtice and Wiſdom 
of God in all His Proceedings, and though 
we cannot underſtand how they can conliſt 
with thoſe PerteCtions, yet we ought firmly 
to believe, T hat the Lord is Righteous in all 
His Ways, and Holy in all His Works. 

And yet this was not fo great a Dithculcy 
as tO _— the reaſon of Philoſophical and 
Inquiſitive Men amongſt the Heathens, as 
appears by Plutarch, Stmplicius, Cicero, and 
Seneca. 


But I am ſpeaking to Chriſtians, who be- 
lieve God's Holy Word, by which Divine 
Revelation we may belt be fatished in this 
matter; and [I ſhall thence produce a few 
of thole Reaſons, by which the Juſtice of 
God s Providence is Vindicated agaiaſt this

And therefore the Prophet laith, Why doth a 
living Man complain a Man for the Puniſh- 
ment of his Sin © That is, no Man can rea- 
ſonably complain, he ſuftererh more than he 
deſlerveth from the Juſtice of God. 


2. Theſe Calamities of Good Men are 
conliſtant with che Juſtice of God's Provi- 
dence, becauſe, by the Wildome and Good- 
nels of that Providence, they reccive Be- 
nefit and Advantage from them, which 
David acknowledged, laying, It is good 
for me that I bave been afflicted, 
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It would rake up roo much Time to ſhew 
the many Advantages Good Men receive by 
their Sufferings in this Life. In ſhorr, by 
this, they are more fully weaned from the 
Love of the World, and their Hearts and 
Aﬀections are more tumly ict upon Spiri- 
tual and Heavenly Things, and thereby 
their Sufferings yield the Peaceable Fruit of 
Righteouſneſs ; lo that by this means their 
Title to the Eternal Happineſs of Heayen 
is Strengthen'd and Confirm'd : And this is 
net all ; they are hereby qualihed and pre- 
pared for a {weeter reliſh of the Felicities of 
that Bliſsful Stare. The Plenty of Canaan 
was the greater Happinels after the Bondage 
of Egypt, and the ſcarcity and mileries of 
the Wilderneſs : And an Haven is not fo wel- 
come to thoſe who have Sail 'd with fair and 
gentle Gales, as to thale who have met with, 
Storms and Tempeſts, And that Reſt which 
remaineth for the People of God, will be re- 
ceived with a peculiar Joy and SatisfaQion 
by thoſe, who have been tolſed upon the 
Waves of a tempeſtuous and unquiet World. 
And

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And the Peace and Love, the Harmony and 
Concord, which the glorious MARTYR 
of this Day enjoycth with the Saints above, 
is the more {weet and pleaſant, becauſe of 
the Tumules and Infurreftions, the Con- 
tradiction and Scorn, he met wich from 
thoſe who aflumed that Name here be- 


low. 


3. Great Glory redoundeth ro God by 
the Patience, the Courage, and Conſtancy of 
his Servants, ſuffering for his ſake, the Vio- 
lence and Oppreſſion of Bloody Men. And 
God's Juſtice cannot reaſonably be queſtion- 
ed for thoſe Diſpoſals of his Providence, 
which tend co His Glory as well as the 
Good of Men. God was ; aloath d by Job's 
Patience in his Afflictions, as well as by his 


Juſtice and Charity in his Proſperous Stare. 


And the Royal MARTYR of this Day, 
brought more Glory to God, by his incom- 
parable Patience, Humility, and Conſrancy, 
than other Princes, who were bleſſed with 
Victory and Triumph over their Enemies. 


Laft, 
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| Laſt. Above all, a full and clear Vindi- 
cation of God's Providence in this Matter, 
will appear by the Retributions of the Life 
to come, Were there no other Life but this, 
and no other Reward for mens Vertue and 
Goodneſs bur what they receive im this 
World, then we have an Inſtance by the 
Murther mentioned in the Text, and a far 
greater from that of this Day ; which will 
yield an unan{werable Argument againſt the 
Juſtice of God's Providence. Bur fince 
God bath appointed a Day, in which he will 
after this Life reward the Sufferings of Ho- 
ly and Innocent Men, with unſpeakable and 
eternal Happineſs, whatloever they ſuffer in 
this Life, -maketh no Argument againſt His 
Juſtice towards them. The Providence of 
God over his Servants, is to be conſidered 
as one continued Work, from their firſt En- 
trance into this World, till they take Poſle(- 
. fion of aberter. Andif any of them paſs 


through an afflicted Life, an unjuſt and a

noo- 
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bloody Death to this blisful Srate, they have 
no more reaſon to complain of Injultice or 
Severity in God, ghan the Iſraelites had, ' 
becauſe God led chem through the Wil- 
derncſs and the Red Sea, the fafcſe Way 
to take Poſleſion of the Promiſed 
Land. 

The Gibeonites therefore in the Text 
could have no reaſon co complain, if God 
took them from a laviſh and painful, to a 
bliſsful and happy Life. - And the ſame we 
may ſay of our late Soveraign this Day 
barbarouſly Murthered, whom God rewar- 
ded with an incorruptible Crown, for lo- 
fing one for his ſake, that was corruptible 
and fading. And thus having ſhewecd thac 
Innocence is no _ againſt the Vio- 
lence and Oppreſſion of Bloody Men, by 
giving ſome Proof of this Afertion, and 
anſwering the great Obje&tion againſt it; the 
Application Fpromiſed,in the Laſt place ſhall 
be very Bricf, only to- make us more cauti- 
ous of paſſing Sentence upon Men as guiley

of great Crimes, becauſe they meet with 
great Calamities in this Life. 

We cannot make a right Eſtimate of 
Mens Innocency or Guile, by what betals 
them in this World, one Event happening to 
the Righteous and the Wicked,as the wiſe Man 
ſaich. Therefore as Proſperity is no certain 
Rule whereby to judge of Mens Vertue and 
Goodneſs ; ſo neither is Aflition and Mi- 
ſery a ſure Rule to pronounce them Guilty. 
By this Rule we muſt acquit Saul and his 
Bloody Houſe, and condemn the poor Gi- 
beonites, whole Caufe God did plead ; and 
which would be a greater Error, we may 
condemn the whole Army of Martyrs, and 
juſtify that of Rebels. And into what Ab- 
lurdities will chis way of Judging bring us ? 
For by this Rule, the ded Judges of 
our late Soveraign mult be Saints when they 
late in Weſtminſter-Hall, and fall from chac 
Graco and become Reprobates, when

This Proof depends moſt upen Matter of 
Fact, and of which we have one plain and 
undeniable Inſtance in the Text, Bur 
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Bur the Truth of chis may be farther 


confirmed by many other Matters of the 
like Nature ; but I ſhall mention bur a 
tew. 


The Firi, I Colle&t from the 2 3th. 
Chap. of St. Matth. Ver. 35. 36. where 
our Saviour ſaich, That upon that Generation 
ſhould come all the righteous Blood ſhed upon 
Earth, from the Blood of righteous Abel, to 
the Blood of Zacharias, Here it is plainly 
threatned, that this Generation ſhould ſut- 
fer the Vengeance of God for the Blood of 
Abel, that was ſhed by Cain in the begin- 
ning of the World ; and for the Blood of 
Zacharias, who, it he were that Zacharias 
mentioned in the ſecond Book of the Chro- 
nicles (as is very probable) he was ſlain a- 
bout Seven Hundred Years before this Gene- 
ration. 


The bloody Cruelty of the Fews in the 


* Crucifixion of our Saviour, is another In- 


ſtance, The Deſtruction of Feruſalem by 


the 
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the Emperor Titus, was chiefly for the Pu- | 
niſhment of chat horrible Murther z but 
this was nigh Forty Years after the Fact, 
and thoſe ſuffered for it, who were not born 
when it was committed, 

The ſame we may obſerve in the Deftru- 
Rion of Babylon, of which we read in the 
i 8th Chapter of the Revelation of St. John, 
in the 21ſt Verle it is laid, A mighty Angel 
taok up a Stone like a great Mill-ſtone, and caſt _/ | 
it into the Sea, ſaying, Thus with Violence ſhalt © + 
that great City of Babylon be caſt down, and 
ſhall be found no more at all. 

I ſhall nor enter into the conſideration of 
what City St. Jobn meaneth by this Ciry of 
Babylon; and whether this Propheſy was 
fulfilled in the DeſtruCtion of the OldHeathen 
Rome, which was the Opinion of ſeveral of 
the ancient Fathers, or 1s yet to be fulfilled 
by the Deſtruction of this Preſent Rome, 
which is the Opinion of later Incerpreters. 
That which I obſerve is, that in the Deſtru- 
ction of Babylon Men arc puniſhed, noc 

only 
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only for their own bloody Cruelties, bur al- 
ſo for thoſe that were committed by their 
Anceſtors, and in the Ages before them. 
And this is evident from the laſt Verſe of 
thar Chapter, And in her was found 
the Blood of the Prophets, and of Saints, and 
of all that were ſlain upon the Earth. So 
that they were charged with the bloody 
Cruelties of others in preceding Ages, and 
were puniſhed for them. Thele Inſtances 
as well as that in the Text, are a full 
Proof of the Truth of what was obſer- 
ved, 


I proceed in the 


2d. Place, to ſhew in what Caſes God - 
raketh this Method, and inflits Judgments 
on the preſent for the Oppreſſion and Vio- 
lence of Bloody Men, in paſs'd Genera- 
tions. 

This is not the conſtant Method of the 
Divine Providence, but only in ſome =_ 
cular

cular Caſes, in which the Juſtice of His Pro- 
vidence cannot reaſonably be queſtioned, 
and they are ſuch as thele that fol- 


low, 


1ſt. When the preſent Generation have 
no Senſe of the Blood and Violence of a 
former, no Pity and Compaſion for thoſe 
Innocent and Holy Ones, who ſuffered by 
the Tiranny and Cruelty of Men. This, 
ſome think, was the Caſe of David and his 
People with reſpect to the Gibeonites. Vide- 
batur David rem negligere, laith one. David 
and his People rook no notice of what was 
done under a former Reign ; and for this 
realon they were Puniſhed for it. For we 


; ought to be Humbled for the Sins that were 


committed before we were Born ; as ap- 
peareth by the Examples of God's Servants, 
recorded in His Word, who made Confe(- 
ſion of the Sins.ot their Fore-fathers, as well 
as their own, that neither might pull down 
God's Judgments upon them. 

| 2, God 
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2d. God taketh this Method, and Pu- 


niſheth Men of a ſucceeding Generation for 


the Violence and Oppreſſion of a former, 
when they enjoy the Fruits of that unjuſt 
Violence, and make no Reſtitution to the 
Poſterity of Men unjuſtly Ruined and Un- 
done. 


And this ſome learned Expoſitors ob- 
ſerve alſo in the caſe of the Gibeonttes, in the 
Text. Ir is faid in the following Verſe, 
Saul ſought to flay the Gibeonites, in his 
Zeal far the Children of Iſrael and Judah. 
Ais Pretence was the Command of God bc- 
fore-mentioned, to deſtroy all the Canaanites, 
and to take Poſleſſion of their Cities, which, 
with all they enjoyed, and had gotten by 
cheir hard Labour, He gave to the People 
co ingratiate himſelf with them. And this was 
afterwards in David stime enjoy*d by thoſe on 
whom he beſtow'd it, or their Poſteriry, For 


this God puniſheth them with a long Famine, 


and it is that noted Caſe in which God Vi- 
H | fiteth 
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ſiteth the Iniquity of the Fathers upon the Chil- 
dren, who Inherit an ill-gotten Eſtate , 
and on which a Curle is uſually in- 


cail'd. 


»d4, The preſenc Generation may ſuffer 
for the Blood and Violence of a former, 
when they own, applaud, and juſtify ſuch 
violent and unjuſt Praftices. And this was 
the Caſe of the Jews, with reſpe& to the 
Crucifixion of our Saviour. "The follow- 
ing Generation adherd ro the Unbelicf of 
the former ; they rejected the only Son of 
God as an Impoſtor ; Perſecured even to 
Death all that believed on Him ; and by 
chis means made themſelves as accountable 
for His Blood, as thoſe that cryed our, 
His Blood be upom us and our Chil- 


dren. 


Laſt. The preſent Generation may ſuf- 
fer for the Blood and Violence of a former, 
when 
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when they hold the ſame Principles, and arc 
of the ſame Temper, by which their Ance- 
ſtors were engaged in luch Actions betore 
their time. And this was the Cale of the 
Scribes and Phariſees, with reſpect to the 
Blood of Abel and Zacharias, and of thoſe 
Prophets and Holy Men thar were {lain be- 
fore they were Born. What they profeſs in 
the 23. chap. of St. Mat. verl. 30. That if 
they bad been in the days of their Fathers, they 
would not have been partahers with them in the. 
Blood of the Prophets, was Falſhood and Hi- 
pocrily. Malitia ad omnes extendere vellet 
poſſet, as one obſerves upon that place. 


They had che fame malicious and bloody 
Temper with cheir Fore-fathers, and they 
who murthered Chrift and His Apoſtles, 
would have done the ſame to Abel and Za- 
tharias, yea, to Moſes and the Prophets, it 
they had lived in their Days.

Do we not m Converſation often hear the 

Righ- 
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Righteous Cauſe of our late Murthered 
Soveraign Arraigned and Condemned, and 
his ſacred Memory Blalphemed 2 And by 
this it is plain, there are many amongſt 
us, who want nothing but Age, to have 
appeared in the Court, in which the late 
King was Condemned, or on the Scaffold 
on which he was Executed. And doth nor 
that Hatred of Monarchy, and Zeal for ano- 
ther Species of Government, the Principles 
by which our late Soveraign was brought to 
the Block, encreale amongſt us? Theſe 
are Matters too Evident to be denied,though 
It is very ſtrange it ſhould be ſo, under the 
Government of a Crowned Head,the Grand- 
ſon of our Royal Martyr, who hath the 
ſame Blood running in his Veins which was 
this Day ſhed. 


And thus having ſhewed that we have 
Cauſe to fear there may be mere Judgments

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2d, Place, to conſider what Courſe we 
ſhould take to prevent the Execution of thele 
Judgments. And what more effeCtual way 
can be thought on, than what the Authority 
and Wiſdom of the Nation hath appointed ?

Good? Did we all Aſſemble this Day, to 
Humble our ſelves before God for our Sins, 
to declare our Abhorrence for the Murthes

ance it may provoke GOD to Inflidt? 
Did we to ſuch an Obſervation of this Day, 
add a fincere Reformation of our Lives, cn- 
deavouring to live Peaceably and quietly #n 
all Gollineſs and Honeſty, then we might turn 
our Fears ot Divine Vengeance, into > Hopes 
of Enjoying many Years of Peace and Pro- 
ſperity under His preſent Majeſty, whom 
GOD hathfſeroverus: Which God of bis 
$7 infinite Mercy grant, through Jeſus Chri*t our 
Lord.
